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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The reply does not overcome the final rejection 
which explained clearly that the chat room screen and television screen can be alternately appeared as a picture-in-picture image on the 
display screen; therefore, it also means that both the television screen and chat room screen can be resized and changed position such 
as: minimized, maximized or altered in size to one and another (e.g., col.
